to Train 10, 000 Officers at Once

were announced last night by Maj. Gen. 
‘Thomas H. Barry, commander of the 
central army department. 

As about one-third of the country’s 
population is in the fifteen states in 
the central department, the six train- 
ing camps which are to open May 8 
are expected to furnish about one-third 
of the 10,000 officers—majors, captains, 
and first and second lieutenants—which 
the 500,000 men will need. Gen. Barry 
hopes that eligible men in senior classes 
at colleges will be graduated by May 1. 
The camps in this de ent will 
train, if put to their maximum capac- 
ity, 15,000 officers. Wrom these the ,mid- 
dle west’s share of first 10,000 officers 
will be taken. ‘ 


Attendance to Be Limited. 
Attendance at the camps will be lim- 
ited to reserve officers and candidates 
for such appointments in the infantry, 


cavalry, field artillery, engineers, and 
coast artillery branches. e camps will 
last for three months. ose in the 


central department will be located as 
follows: 

At Fort Sheridan two camps, one for 
Illinois and one for Michigan and Wis- 
consin, . 7 

At Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., two 
camps under one command, one for 
Ohio and one for Indiana and Ken- 
tucky. 

At Fort Snelling, Minn., one camp for 
Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, and Nebraska. 

At Fort Riley, Kas.,- one’ camp for 
Missouri, Kansas, and Caloredo,

“ihe chieut ot sith’ Gimp te the 
training and selection of offiecrs for a 
division and one additional cavalry 
regiment. Maximum attendance at each} 
camp will be 2,500. The attendance 
will be divided into fifteen infantry 
companies for the first month and all 
will be trained alike for that period. 
At the beginning of the second month 
they will be organized into nine infantry 
‘companies, two cavalry troops, three 
artillery batteries, and one engineer 
company for the remaining two. months. 
The object of each company is to train 
all members thereof and finally select 
the officers for one regiment, and ap- 
point the remainder as additional re- 
serve officers, if competent. 

“ The attendance is limited to the fol- 
lowing: Reserve officers of the infan- 
try, cavalry, field artillery, coast ar- 
tillery, and engineers, members of the 
reserve 0 Ts’ training corps, of over 
20 years and 9 months old, and other 
cadet students of same age, graduates 
of military schools, and other citizens 
not less than 20 years and 9 months old 
and mo more than 44 years old. 


‘High Standard Fixed. 


“No one will be accepted who does 
not conform to the required standard 
with respect to (a) character and so- 
briety, (b) personality, address, and 
force, (c) reputation and standing in his 
community, (d) likelihood of his being 
able to command the respect of officers 
and enlisted men, and (e) edequacy of 
his education. Preference will be given 
men of valuable military experience. 

“s College students are advised to at- 
tend the camps provided for their home 
state, rather than to attend the camp 
provided for the state in which their col- 
lege happens to be situated. Applicants 
will be examined by boards appointed 
by the tment commander, and cer-

GERMAN COUNTERS FAIL. 

Frantic at the success of Gen. . NE 
velle’s swift onslaught and fearing to 
allow time for the French to dig them- 
selves in among the shell swept Ger- 
man trenches, the crown prince flung 
reserve brigade after brigade against 
the poilus in desperate efforts to un- 
seat them.

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SEVEN BILLIO 
ISSUE PASSES

Few Amendments to Be

Washington, D. C., April 17.—The 
war finance bill, providing for is- 


the largest single war budget in any 
‘nation’s history—was passed unani- 
mously tonight by the senate. 

After seven hours of discussion the 
administration measure, which was 
passed by the house last Saturday’ and 
which provides for a loan tc the al- 
lies of $3,000,000,000, was approved by 
the senate with few changes in record 
time. The amendments may necessi- 
tate a conference or the senate 
changes may be accepted by the house. 
In either event the ¢xecutive branch 
of the government conducting the war 
with Germany will, within a few 
hours, have authorization for the 
great war chest at its disposition. To 
éxpedite action the senate tonight ap- | 
pointed cénferees to act if the house 
should nat, contrary to expectations, 
accept the senate changes. 


— Pek ANTIWAB VOTES. 


eoky every one, including all those 
who voted against war except Senator 
Lane of Oregon, who was absent be- 
cause of illness, recorded themselves 
in favor of providing the funds to 
2 | prosecute hostilities.

AMENDMENTS ADOPTED. 
Amendments adopted by the senate 
include provisions: 

Limiting deposits of proceeds from the 
bonds im banks to the amount sub- 
scribed by the banks and their deposi- 
tors; permitting deposit of’ proceeds in 
state banks and trust companies, as well 
as federal reserve banks; providing for 
exchange by subscribers of the issues 
authorized for bonds subsequently is- 
eued, during the war, at higher interest 
rates; requiring the secretary of treas- 
ury to report expenditures of the © -nd 
proceeds, Dec. 31 and annually there- 
after; and exempting the authorized 
$2,006,000,000 of treasury indebtedness 
certificates from all taxation, except es- 
tate and inheritance levies.

There are many indications that the leadership 
is going to be good. Secretary Baker's decision 
not to encourage the formation of new national 
guard regiments shows a determination to go et 
the task of making an army in a businesslike 
way. He has turned his back on the tempting and 
traditional volunteer way. 

Every war stimulates a lot of patriotic men, fatr- 
ly successful in their local affairs, to recruit new 
regiments and of'er them to the government. Ex- 
perience has shown this country that this is a bad 
method of raising an army. Men become officers 
who have few qualifications for leadership in war 


seems our local federation heads cannot make up 
their minds to resolve to support the government 
nd have postponed consideration of such a reso- 
Jution for a month. 

At the meeting on Sunday, which refused to 
take action, one proposal was to lay an embargo 
on all foodstuffs and necessaries of life; another 
‘was to put ail effort into obtaining the conscrip- 
tion of incomes.

‘The delegate who wants incomes conscripted 
declared that labor ought to say to capital: “We 
will furnish the men if you will furnish the finan- 
cial power.

This is the kind of bunk the false labor leader 
is always giving out. “It is an insult to the intelli- 
gence of his followers. To begin with, labor lead- 
ers up to this time have shown no disposition “ to 
supply the men.” The leaders are fighting the 
government measures for getting men. | _Up. to 
date the labor bosses refuse either to .con- 
scription or to make the volunteer system go.

In setting his face against a repetition of our 
former disastrous experiences with brand new or- 
ganizations Secretary Baker may be cooling patri- 
otic ardor, but he is gaving time and lives. : 

At this time there is especially little reason for 
organizing new national guard regiments.

There the volun- 
teer would receive the best training it is possible 
to give in this country. The officers are carefully 
trained and the men are veterans of military life, 

There will be, of course, a great need of officers. 
But we have already in the officers’ reserve corps 
a means of getting better officers than can be ob- 
tained by the new organization method. Political 
reasons often dictate an officer’s appointment in a 
new militia unit. The officers’ reserve corps is 
chosen by a better system. The applicants take 
examinations,..phyaical and mental. Those that 
have not served with troops will doubtless be re- 
quired to enlist and serve in the ranks before they 
are given command of troops. Green troops in 
ee oe Senn eee oniter horribly and accom- 
plish nothing. 

Secretary Baker seems to understand the dan- 
gers and the weaknesses of our traditional method 
of raising armies. The country will reap dividends 
in lives spared by disease and by bullets. 


RETAIN PRESIDENT LOEB. |

action is obviously appropriate. Mr. Loeb has

The explorer is returning from the 
antarctic regions, where he went 
with an expedition at the outbreak of 
the war. He arrived in San Francis-— 
co last Tuesday, went to Seattle for 
a day, and on his return to San 
Francisco will start for Chicago... 
While in Chicago he will give one of 
the few lectures which his hurried 
trip to England will allow in this 
country. He will, address the Geo- 
graphic Society of Chicago at Orches- 
tra hall Monday evening. 

In 1908 Lieut. Shackleton was with- 
in 106 miles of the south pole. Sub- 
sequently both Scott and Amundsen 
reached the pole. aay 

“ Lieut. Shackleton’s lecture should 
be one of the greatest treats for Chi- 
cago in many months," said Prof. 
Henry J. Cox, who announced the 
lecture date. ‘The explorer is a 
lieutenant in the British navy and 
expects to go into active service at 
once.
